DAVY CEOCKETT AND HIS GUN

How the Famous Crack Shot Got the Best
of & Mexlcan Crowd. :

“I once saw Davy Crockett clean up a
crowd of erack shots,” said Judge Asa Mus-
grove, one of the early “‘pathfinders,” who
was enroute to hishome in Northern Indiana.
It was in 1834, shortly before the outhreak
of the war between Texas and Mexico. I
was in Santa Fe, N. M. A party of &
dozen or more were shooting ata target with
rifles, when a stranger rode up, threw his
legs across the pommel of his saddle, and
watched the sport He had a long rifle
etrapped across the back of his saddle, one
of those old-fashioned affairs, heavily orns-
mented with silver. He was inclined to
criticise the shooting, an was iuvited to set
the pace. He replied that he never threw
sauay any ammunition, but that if they
would put up their erack shot he would
shoot with him for ten Mexican dollars.

“The erowd , and the stranger un-
slung his "gingerbread gun’ as his opponent
dubbed it. Perhaps. y'd like t' raise the
bet?” said the stranger, as he ambled up to
the crowd. It was doubled, then trebled.
He then offered to bet his gun against that of
his opponent. ' The wager was sccepted,
and the stranger brought his rifle 1o his
shouider. The muzzie ‘wobbled” badly,
and some one eried out that he was going to
shoot a eirele around the target.

“The stranger lowered his gun and offered
to wager his horse against forty Mexican
dollars on the result. His proposition was

ABOUT MATCHES AND PINS.

History and Development of Two Things
Used Much In Daily Life.
Harper's Young Peoplel.

Matches and pins being among the most
common things in daily use, it is seldom
that any thought is bestowed upon them.
Matches that are ignited by friction were
first made in 1829, before which time they
were made to catch fire from a spark struck
from flint or steel—a very inconvenient
method, It is hard to say how many mil-
lions of matches are made in a day, but
when the number of people that use them
is reckoned, the total is appalling. Proba-
bly in the city of New York alone over
twenty million matches are used every 24
hours. But matches are such little things
that nobody ever seems to think of them.
From an ordinary three-inei plank 186,000
matches may be made, yet even at that rate
the lumber used in the mateh business at-
tains enormous proportions.

Pins are mentiooed as far back as 1483,
but not until the beginuing of this century
were they manufactured by machinery.
The old way of making each pin by hand
must have been very tedious, and 1t is not
likely that people were mo careless with
them then, as they were much more expen-
sive than mow. It has often been wondered
what becomes of the pins that are lost, but
it is hard to say.

There are 14 distinet operations in making
a pin, and lots of trouble attached to the
process. Pins are made of brass, and then
tinned and blanched, and millions of them
are manuiuctured daily. As s pin can be
used more than once, the number used does
not equal that of matches, still miles upon
miles of wire are used aunnally in their
manufacture. Like matches, they are little
things and not much thought of; but when
you need a pin or & match, and there is
none to be found, then you realize what an
important part they play in daily life.

CHEAPER TELEPHONES COMING

With the Expiration of the Bell Patent
the Field I Opfen for All
Harper's Young People. 1

One of the most valuable patents ever is-
sued to an inventor is that which eovers the
Bell telephone. Many millions of dollars
have been made out of it, as the Beil Com-
pany manufactures and owna practieally all
of the telsphones in this country, to say
nothing to their rights in other countries.

The telephone instrument itselfiasimple,
and can be manufactured very cheaply.
When the patent expires, therefore, any-
body can make and own telephones, instead
of paying the Bell Company for the use of
its instruments. Prof. H. E Dolbear of
'Jinﬁ-n College, recently said of the inven-
tion:

“The first patent on the Bell telephone
was issued in March, 1876, and consequently
expires in March, 1803, This patent was
on the telephoie principle, but it was in-
operative—that is, not practical-—so in Jan-
uary, 1577, another patent was obtained by
the Bell Company, which will expire in
Januvary, 1884 This second was ealled the
‘magoeto  telephone.”

A REPLY TO SHERMAN

By Wayne MacVeagh, Who Tells an
- Audience in Philadelphia

WHY HE IS NOW A DEMOCRAT.

He Will Vote for Cleveland Becamse He
Thinke as Grover Does.

SARCASTIC FLINGS AT POLITICIANS

PHILADELFPHIA, Oct. 15.—One of the
largest politieal meetings of the campaign
was held in the Academy of Musie to-night
under the auspices of the Young Men’s
Democratic Association of this city, who
invited Warne MacVeagh, formerly Attor-
ney General under President Garfield’s ad-
ministration, to address the public on Sen-
ator Sherman’s recent speech, and to ex-
plain his reasons for abandoning the Ee-
publican psrty.

Mr. MacVeazh's recent letter, announe-
ing that he would vote for Grover Cleve-
land, created a sensation that had not been
forgotten. and, in consequence, the great
auditorium was insufficient to accommodate
the thousands of ticket holders who spplied
tor admission to-night, so that many were
turned away. The andience 'was decidedly
Democratic in its sympathies and received
the speaker with great enthusiasm.

What the Orator Had to Say.

The orator of the evening was introdueed
by Samuel Gustave Thompson, a well-
known lawyer and President of the Young
Men's Democratic Association. Mr. Mae-
Veagh began by saying:

“LADIES AND GENTLEMEN—Your kind
welenme is another proof of the generosity
of the American poople. As yon possibly
have observed, I have been for the lost ten
days the subject of very wide and varied
comment, and I desire to avail myself of
this, the earliest opportunity, to return my
heartfelt thanks for the o cter of the
comment, alike from those who are in
nceord with the opinions expressed, and
those who are strenuous opnonents of them,
The only serious fault-finding which has
come to my notice was from lobbyists, and
with them I was never able to get along
very well. Thev think it was the fanit of
my temper, but I think it was their fault of
occupation.

“Mr, Chistopher Magee and Mr. David
Martin—par noble fratrum—have also had
themselves introduced, in order to inform
the public that they did not think wvery
highly either of my political cunlist.unc{ or
of my political influrnce, Buch opinio
from  such sources are to me
the greatest possible evlogv, * for
the agencies such men mean by polities are
happily for me aswide as the poles asunder.
I uever sold my own vote; I never was a
party, directly or indireotly, to buving
anybody else’s vote. How, then, conld the
hln§ues. or Martins of politics think well of
me?

“‘Some of my most friendly political op-
ponents, however, have been mistaken in
their allusions to my past political conduct,
and I wish to dispose, once for all, so un-
important a question. My coming of age
liappened to coincide with the birth of the
Renublican party, so that I have never
been anything but a Republican, and I
have never felt until now at liberty to vote
for any one but & Republican lor political
office.

Always Heretefore 8 Repablican.

“It is true that I was opposed Lo the at-
tempt to impeach President Jol , but
with that exeeption, I do not believe that
there was any more stalwartsupporter of the
Republican party than I was. I have had
no other serious differences with the Re-
puhlimnzarl.y, but, of course, I have al-
ways held my ecitizenship ss s lar more
Ermous thing than my partisanship, and T

ave never pretended to -plrrnu aay policy
or any candidate whose influence upon the
country seemed to me to be evident, but I
have watched with pain aud alarm the
steady growth of the enrrupt use of money
in our polities, and I have been counstantly

hoping that the Republican party
would at least turn its face
toward lower duties upon imports

and against other forms of Congressional
bounties, in accordance with the teachings
of so many of its greatest and wisest leaders,
and thus gradually diminish the tempta-
tions to that awful traffic, hateful alike to
God and all good men, the buyiog and sell-
ing of votes,

“1t was because of that hope and the very
strong reluctance I felt to sever my connee-
tions with the party which had eonferred
upon me g0 many and soundeserved honors,
and because of my cordial regard mnd re-
spect for I'resident Harrison, and of my ab-
solute faith in the pledge of the platform
and in hix pledge in respect to the reform
of the civil serviee.

The Purchasing Power of Money.

“All my hopes, however, were disap-
pointed, and from that day to this the con-
viction has been steadily growing upon my
mind that the general tendeney of the Re-
{:nblim party was not only inimieal to the

est interests of the country, but, unless
checked, was sure to resalt not only in mak-
ing the poor poerer, but in making the
rich more selfish and more corrupt, and
therefore less patriotie. As soon as the
canvass of 1888 was oyer rumors began to
circolate that the election had been
bought, anfl that the gentlemen who
collected the money, as well as those who
paid it, were determined to exact such re-
compense as had been promised them, and
the revelations which have occurred from
time to time have strengthened the con-
viction in my mind that unhappily there
was only too much truth in these rumors

“It was because I could not approve of
these things that I found :nyself unable to
vote a second time for President Harrison,
and I felt it my duty to annonnee the con-
victions I entertained and it is with equal
pride and pleasure that I intend to vote lor
the gentleman ¥ hope and belicve will be
the next Presicent of the United States,
Grover Cleveland.” [Cheers.]

A Roeply to Senstor Sherman,

Mr. MacVeagh next replied to the speech
of Senator Sherman, made in the same place
one week azo. Heasaid he could not see
how any man in his senses thonght it wise
to imfliot upon the poor the burdens of the
MoKinley bill, or to debauch voters b
offering them pensions, or te impoveris
the taxpayer to buy vast masses of silver
for which there was no use, or to insulé
a small, wenk sister repubiie like
Chile, by sending such a diplomat
as Patrick Egan, or to threaten her with
war without waiting to translate her
apology for the wrong done.  Referring to
Senator Sherman’s speech on the MeKinley
bill, he said, no one knew better than the
Senator that the co trust was an
illegal monopoly, plundering the people in
utter contempt of law. He took Senator
Sherman to task for the stand he took on
the silver question to-day, as being opposed
to the views he expressed in 1891

On the tariff question Mr. MacVengh said
that less than 12 per cent of the laborers of
Penusylvania conld secure employment in
the protected industries, while the other 88
per eent had to pay bounty on almost
everything they ate and wore. The rich
paid  substsntially nothing, but on
the contrary realized immense profits
out of the prevailing system of taxation.
The prices of the necessities of life were
frightfully incressed to those who ecould
purchase only in small guantities Owing
to the cordage trust and similar evils, the
hard-working American farmer had each
year found himself growing poorer, until
now, in Pennsylvania, the Ennd was worth
leas than half what it was 20 years-ago.

Depreciation in Farm Lands.

The reciation in the value of farm
lands in this country sinee 1B70 was greater,
in the speaker's judgment, than the cost of
.:ﬁ manutaetory in it. The farmer had to
8 his_wheat for the price fixed in
Liverpool, and less than it cost him.
The farmer was foreed to pay big
bounty to the Cordage Trust for his

twine, owing to the MecKinley bill. The
farmer further found his poverty increased
by the tax he had to pay on almost every-
thing he had to buy. The Ilaboring men
were obliged to pay a higher price for
“‘F“' on gsccount of the Sugar Trust kept
alive by the McKinley bill. )

Seeing these things, said the rgnkar. it
was not strange that ministers of the
pel and the mass of the laborers looked
upon the trust as a beast of burden, and
that Mr. Carnegie and his associates were
responsible for every drop of blood shed at
Homestead These were not the ravings of
anarchists, but Christian teachers. And
what was true of the MeoKinley bill and s
great grovp of gigantic mopopolies
which  were nonrished it was
true of rackless pension legislation.
The wickedness of such legislation was
more aprarent when it was known that
every dollar voled to pensions involved a
distinet diminotion of the wages of labor.
Eloquent millionaires spoke glibly of §150,-
000,000 voted for pensions, forgetting the
vast sum came almost entirely from the
earnings of toilers. .

No Ohjection to Just Pensions,

The speaker did not object to just pensions
An eminent divine had said that *“Every
skulking camp follower, deserter and fraud-
vlent claimant had the effrontery to
demand his bribe if his vote shall become a
eommodity,” What infinite dishonor such
names brought to a pension role, dedieated
to heroes who went to the front!

Speaking of silver, Mr. MucVeagh said
it was known that in the present year silver
was mined in grantaluntitiu. at a cost of
34 cents an ounce, and sold to the Govern-
ment at over 70 cents, so that it was proba-
blewour silver dollar was not worth over 50
cents, Yet there were hundreds
of millions coined and  stored
in vanits and thousands of tons
uncoined stored in the same way. Still the
Government continued to accumulate, at
the behest of the Republican party, and the
price of silver eontinued to drop, This
was driving gold nut of the eountry, and it
was only & question of time when we would
be reduced to a silver eurreney.

All this was due to the election of Harri-
son in 1888, Such results had been seedred
at expense of the moral degradation of the

ople. It had come to ba that men bf
arge wealth had persuaded themselves that
they were at liberty to pervert the Govern-
ment from its lofty functions of securing
the greatest good to the greatest number to
taxing the majority in order to hand
over those taxes =s bounties to
persons who will contribute large sums of
money to earry on elections. In 1883, £500,-
000 was used in Indiana But that was not
a patch to New York, The proportions of
thig eorruption were appalling. The speaker
suid he would rather plece monev in the
hands of a burglar to bribe a watchman to
rob a bank than contribute money to be
placed in the hands of Mr. Quay or Mr.
Martin or Mr, Hackett to be used in poli-
ties,

REID TO BUSINESS MEN.

He Expresses His Confidence in Huarrison's
Re-Election and Tells Why He Believes
That Way—Benefits of the McKinley
Law to Finnnciers.

Mr. Reid coneluded by asking every man
present to vole for that “‘ssgacious, incor~
ruptible man who has occupied, nnd I pre-
diot will oceupy, the White House for four
years to come.”

DOWN ON DIVORCES.

The Congregationalists Appoint a
Committee to Study the .

WHOLE QUESTION OF MARRIAGE.

Another Will Consider the Matter of s
World's Fair Exuibit

SYMPATHY FOR PRESIDENT HARRISON

MisxxEAPOLIS, Oet. 15—At the Na-
tionnl Congregational Council this morning
the Finance Committee reported through
Galena C. Moses, of Bath, Me., the follow-
ing two points: First, that the Treasurer
be antborized to abate the baeck dues of
1880 and previous; second, that the assess-
ment for the pexs three years be the same
as in the past, 11{ cents per capita per
annum for the membership of the churches.

The report of the Committes on the
Ameriean ffome Missionary Society re-
ported against entrenching , upon nds
ocoupied by other denominations. Tha fol-
lowing was passed:

Sympathy Expressed for the President,

Hesolved, Thaut we, the membegs of the
National Congregational Council, now in
session in Minneapoiis, desire to express to
President Harrison our profound sympathy
with bim doring these anxious days, when
he is standing bowed down with grief by
the bedside of his siek wife, and to assore
them both of vur loving prayers,

A siriking report from the Committee on
Marriage and Divoree was presented, pro-
testing against the disgusting spread of
divoree; urging wider knowledge among
those to be married of what marriage means;
holding that the church foster:d too many
organizations to the exclusion ot the home,
and authorizing a committes to co-
operate  with the committee from
other similar bodies on the subject of & re-
form in these mattera. The duties of the
Chureh to protect and help the home were
all touehed upon in plain terms. Tt urged
that the mem of each home should do
all in their power to make their own homes
the happiest and most cheerful places in the
world, The report concluded with the fol-
lowing recommendations, which were
adopted:

A Committee on the Divoree Question,

First—That & comumilttee of five be ap-
pointed by this il to id the
dangers, needs, functions and opportanitios
of the family in modern life, and what can
be done to gunard, dovelop and strengthen
it and especinliy noting the resoles of the
vn;lmu agencies, legul and social, to this
end.

Second—To co-operata with similar eom-
mittees who mny be appointed in other
national bodies tor the saine objects.

Toird—That the commitiee beging 1is
work directly after it Is appointed: shat it
should freguently meet or consult anring
the eoming three years: that from time to
tirne it make sach reports and recommenda-
tions to the ohurches as may bedeemed
best, and that it report to the next Trien-
nial Couneil.

Tae report of the World's Fair matter
was adopted. It provided for a commiztee
to cousider the matter of an exhibit at the
Fair, their action to be finsl n the mnatter.
The final resolution provided that the coun-
eil heartily applanded the action of Cong-
ress in closing the Fair on Sunday.

A committee on anti-secret societies was
authorized to report at the next meeting,
and then the Council adjourned until Mon-
day morning,

A Boodle Alderman Free Agnin.

Srya 81v6, N. Y., Oct. 15, —Henry W.
Jaehae, so-called New York ex-boodle
Alderman, walked out of Sing Sing prison
this morning a free man. He served 6
years, 4 months and 27 days of his sentence
of 9 vears and 10 months at hard labor. He
looked better than he did when walking
the streets of New York. In fact, he has
gained 20 pounds during his confineme ot in
prison.

An Infatunted Fuarmer Found Almosd
Starved to Death—Arrested on Susplcion
of Murdering a Little Girl Who Refused
to Marry Him.

NEW CASTLE, Oct 5 —[Special J—About
three weeks ago Samuel Duncan, & substan~
tial farmer of Shensngo township, and s 13-
year-old danghter of Mark Ewing, snother
farmer of that neighborhood, suddenly dis-
appeared. Duncan  n married man, but
tor some time prior to his mysterious disap~
pearance had not lived with his wife. His
infatustion was a mania, and he offered to

tire child, but hig proposal was em+
phatically vetoed. He then threatened to
kill the girl and two days later they both
disappeared. Since then the local authori-
ties have been tireless in their efforta to get
some trace of Dunean. Many ple here
still think the man carried out his threat.

This atterncon Duncan was found hiddea
in a eorn shook on the farm of Eli Becker,
He was in a terrible condition—dirty, ane
kempt and starving. He ssys he has had no
food for many days. He refuses touttera
syilable that would heip clear up the
mystery of the fate of the young girl. It is
reported that when Duonean was last seen
three weeks ago he had the girl by the
arm and was apparently half forcing, half
conxing her away with him. He be
brought to New Castle jail to-night,

The officers whoy bave been working on
the case believe that the girl has
murdered, and the excitement is so grest
here that if this theory should be speedil
verified the prisoner will be in danger a¥
Iynching. To-morrow morning a search to
sustain or disprove this belief will be ine
stitnted.
